State University, evacuated aft­ 
er four students were shot to 
death by National Guardsmen 
breaking up an antiwar demon­ 
stration, was virtually deserted 
and under heavy police and mil­ 
itary guard today. 
'I’lie Justice Department and 
officials of the National Guard 
launched 
separate 
investiga­ 
tions of the gunfire outburst 
Monday which took the lives of 
two girls and two young men. 
National Guard officials said 
the civilian soldiers fired in de­ 
fense of their lives when the stu­ 
dent crowd closed in throwing 
rocks and chunks of concrete. 
The dead were: 
Miss Allison Krause, 19, Pitts­ 
burgh, Pa.; 
Miss Sandy Lee 
Schemer, 20, Youngstown, Ohio, 
Jeffrey G. Miller, 20, Plainview, 
N.Y., and William K. Schroeder, 
19, Lorain, Ohio. 
Four other students were crit­ 
ically wounded by rifle fire. 
The Cleveland Plain Dealer, 
Ohio’s largest newspaper, called 
editorially for “ an immediate 
investigation and prompt steps 
to prevent a recurrence of the 
most tragic campus violence 
ever in the United States.

MIAMI (AP) — When Dr. Ste­ 
phen Halpert examines a pa­ 
tient, the patient is the one hold­ 
ing the stethoscope and the doc­ 
tor is the one in the wheel chair. 
Both of Halpert’s arms and 
both legs have been paralyzed 
since 
1967, 
when 
a 
cervical 
vertebrae was crushed in a col­ 
lision between his motorcycle 
and a tractor. 
Halpert then was a student at 
the University of Florida Col­ 
lege of Medicine. 
“ I knew I wanted to be a doc­ 
tor before the accident and it 
was just a m atter of going back 
and studying academically and 
knowing my limits,” he said in 
an interview. 
He got his degree last Decem­ 
ber. 
Picturesque iii flowing black 
beard and flashy shirt, HeJpert, 
now 26, makes his rounds as an 
intern in the family service sec­ 
tion of Jackson Memorial Hospi­ 
tal’s emergency ward at the 
controls of an electric wheel 
chair.

Social Security 
Bill Readied 


Double Tax Hike 
W ould Hit M an y 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Legis- 
lation for a 5 per cent Social Se­ 
curity benefit increase—and a 
hike in payroll taxes—is on its 
way to the House. 
'Hie Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee decided on these and 
many other changes 
Monday 
and told its staff to draw up a 
bill. 
Under its term s, the average 
single retired person next year 
would get $121.80 a month in­ 
stead of $116; the average cou­ 
ple $205.80 instead of $196. 
The tax increase would affect 
those 
earning 
more 
than 
$7,800—the present base for the 
payroll levy, which would be 
raised to $9,000. 
The payroll tax rate, now 4.9 
per cent on both employers and 
employes, is scheduled under 
existing law to go to 5.2 per 
cent. 
This increase, coupled with 
the new enlarged base, means 
that the maximum paid by an 
employe would increase 
from 
this year’s $374.40 to $468. 
The 3.3 million widows—and 
dependent 
widowers—of 
cov­ 
ered workers would get a break. 
At present their pension at 62 or 
older Is 82‘*j per cent of the 
spouse’s basic benefit. The bill 
would increase this to IOO per 
cent at 65. 
The amount a retired person 
may carn without reduction in 
his {tension would go up from 
$l.r>80 a year to $2,000. 
The benefit increases mean a 
total of $1.7 billion for the 25.5 
million Social Security benefici­ 
aries. 
Other liberalizations 
in the 
bill would provide an additional 
$2.2 billion. The payroll tax In­ 
crease would bring in $2.5 bil­ 
lion—enough with existing sur­ 
pluses, officials said, to finance 
the changes.

Stung by the shooting deaths 
of four Kent State University 
students, young persons on col­ 
lege campuses across the nation 
have

against IJ S. involvement in In­ 
dochina. 
The four were killed and 12 
others were injured or wounded 
Monday when National Guards­ 
men, ordered to the Ohio cam­ 
pus to curb any violence in pro­ 
tests against the expansion of 
the war into Cambodia, opened 
fire on the demonstrators. 
In the wake of the Kent trage­ 
dy, most of the nation’s cam ­ 
puses remained calm while pro­ 
tests were organized. But there 
were incidents of violence and 
ROTO buildings became the fre­ 
quent focus of demonstrators. 
The Army ROTC building at 
Kent had been burned Saturday 
night. 
# At the University of Mary­ 
land, 5fK) National Guard troops 
were called out Monday night to 
put down a demonstration by a

2,000. They were dispersed by 
repeated barrages of riot gas. 
Four persons were hospital­ 
ized and 107 arrested as Mary­ 
land Gov.

Welfare Plan 
Sure To Pass, 
House Believes 


Measure Rewritten 
To Cut Down 
On Loopholes 


WASHINGTON (AP) —House 
supporters 
remain 
confident 
President Nixon’s welfare re­ 
form bill will become law with­ 
out undue delay despite an ini­ 
tial rebuff by tile Senate Fi- 
nance Committee. 
The committee abruptly halt­ 
ed hearings last Friday and told 
the administration to rewrite 
the measure. 
The calm in the House, which 
approved the bill 263 to 155 in 
mid-April, was reflected in com­ 
ments by Rep. Wilbur D. Mills, 
D-Ark., chairman of the House 
Ways and Means Committee. 
Originally skeptical, Mills be­ 
came the bill’s chief House 
manager. 
“If they want tile administra­ 
tion to increase the work incen­ 
tives in the bill—and a w'ay can 
be found to do it—that would be 
fine with me,” Mills said in an 
interview. 
He said his concern had been 
that the Senate would go the 
other way—liberalizing the fam­ 
ily allowance provison now cal­ 
culated to guarantee $1,600 a 
year to a family of four. 
Mills has said publicly that if 
the cost of the measure is inflat­ 
ed, he will move to kill it in 
conference or, if necessary, re­ 
commend a veto. 
The Finance Committee, con­ 
siderably more conservative in 
makeup than the Senate itself, 
sent the bill back to the Health, 
Education and Welfare Depart­ 
ment because of dissatisfaction 
with provisions to encourage 
welfare recipients to take job 
training and become self-suffi­ 
cient. 
But testimony last week indi­ 
cated to the committee the bill 
would have a reverse effect on 
encouraging self-sufficiency. 
Tabulations prepared by HEW 
at the insistence of Sen. John J. 
Williams of Delaware, senior 
Republican member of the Fi­ 
nance Committee, showed that 
in at least some cases a family 
would be better off if its bread­ 
winner did not work. 
To arrive at this conclusion, 
the value of benefits outside the 
bill’s provisions were lumped 
with it—food stamps, the eco­ 
nomic advantage of living in 
public housing, 
an 
estimated 
value 
of 
medicaid, 
freedom 
from social security taxes.

“T’VE GOT the idea of the century,” a young genius told 
I his partner. “I’m going to train my dog to speak.” “Big 
deal,” sneered the partner. “Who’ll pay any kind of dough 
to hear a dog talk?” 


Much was heard of the nonaligned 
states of the world back in the 1950s 
and early 1960s. Countries like India, 
Yugoslavia and Egypt alternately took 
turns promoting the cause of a third 
world power composed of the little 
countries, and for a time they appeared 
to be achieving some success.

F r a n c i s 
Cooke 
Maegregor of the Institute iii 
Reconstructive Plastic Surgery 
represented a large group of 
plastic surgeons who have for 
years been interested in the 
total reconstruction of human 
beings who bear the burden and 
h a n d i c a p 
of 
physical 
disfigurement. 
Dr. John M. Converse, one 
of 
America's most 
brilliant 
plastic surgeons, has for years 
devoted himself to the teaching 
that surgery 
alone does not 
accomplish the 
objective 
of 
returning a 
human being to 
total dignity in society. 
Surgery must be accompanied 
by Hie delicate reconstruction 
of the psyche and emotions of 
people whose entire lives were 
based on their deformity rather 
than on their accomplishments. 
The 
participants 
of 
the 
meeting aimed at combating 
stigma centered their discussion 
on 
epilepsy, 
cerebal 
palsy, 
f a c i a l 
disfigurement 
and 
leprosy. The aim was to educate 
the public and change their 
attitudes, 
hoping 
thereby to 
reduce 
the social 
stigma 
of 
these disorder. 
Many 
other diabetics 
will 
come up for discussion in later 
meetings. The fact that they 
were 
left 
out of 
the first 
meeting does not minimize their 
importance. 
T e l e v i s i o n , 
radio 
and 
ne w s p a p e r representatives 
concentrated on the obligation 
of the mass media to change 
the attitudes of the public to 
the handicapped to give them 
a greater understanding of their 
needs and of the jobs they can 
fill in society. 
Only in tills way can the 
dignity of tile handicapped be 
allowed 
to 
flourish. 
Public 
education can serve to create 
a feeling of hope in those who 
are shackled by these and other 
malformations and diseases. 
The afflicted perron must be 


given a greater awareness that 
other people consider him in 
terms of his social graces and 
intellectual 
accomplishments 
rather than in terms of his 
handicap. It is imperative that 
these 
people 
be 
taught and 
learn 
that 
when they 
are 
loved and respected, the physi­ 
cal appearance melts away in 
tile eyes of the observer. 
Far too often the handicapped 
encourage 
concentration 
on 
t h e i r 
problem 
and 
self- 
btigmatize 
t h e m s e l v e s . 
Psychological 
guidance 
and 
encouragement are exceedingly 
important if they are to be 
given a sense of dignity and 
if they are to be integrated into 
society as 
dignified 
human 
beings. 
A ma ny-pronged approach to 
combating 
stigma 
and 
to 
methods of 
changing 
public 
attitudes in order to reduce 
discrimination 
and 
prejudice 
must be the outcome of such 
an optimistic, novel and socially 
advanced program.

‘ ‘ L e f t , ” the indeterminate 
Hippie-Yippie citizens of the 
“ Woodstock nation” who seem 
able to raise the cash to turn 
up wherever the action happens 
to be. Just who pays the bus 
fare of the thousands who flock 
to view a bank burning in Santa 
Barbara, Calif., or a pro-Black 
Panther demonstration in New

four students were shot to death, 
other students were trying to 
determine if they knew any of 
the dead. 
One of those killed was Wil­ 
liam K. Schroeder, a 19-year- 
old 
sophomore 
from 
Lorain, 
Ohio. who was described by his 
friends as "an excellent student 
and all-American boy type." 
Schroeder had a personal in­ 
terest in what was going on at 
tile University Commons. 
He 
was a Reserve Officers Train­ 
ing Corps student and wasn’t 
happy about the burning of the 
Army ROTC building by demon­ 
strators Saturday night. 
"It might have been because 
he was a psychology major that 
hp decided

Kosygin Rips 
U.S. Action 
In Cambodia 


MOSCOW (AP) — Premier 
Alexei N. Kosygin Monday con­ 
demned the U.S. military opera­ 
tions in Cambodia and warned 
that the Soviet Union “will draw 
the 
appropriate 
conclusions 
from such a line of action.” 
The Soviet leader, in an unu­ 
sual maneuver, called a news 
conference to present the Soviet 
Union’s reaction to events in In­ 
dochina. 
“To the heavy responsibility 
borne by the United States for 
the war against the Vietnamese 
people is added a responsibility 
for the aggression it committed 
against the people of Cambo­ 
dia,” Kosygin’s formal 
state­ 
ment said. 
“ It goes without saying that 
the Soviet government will draw 
appropriate conclusions for its 
policy from such a line of action 
by the United States in South­ 
east Asia.” 
Kosygin appeared to attempt 
to rally the Communist world 
against the American campaign 
in Southeast Asia when he said 
that “all states which hold dear 
the interests of peace and free 
dom . . . must display a high 
sense of responsibility for the 
further course of events and a 
determination to contribute to­ 
ward repelling the aggressor.”

ity to wage a three-country war. 
Other analysts, however, be­ 
lieve Uie North Vietnamese can 
continue fighting on fronts in 
South Vietnam, Cambodia and 
Laos if they followed a “ low key 
strategy.’’ 
Sueh strategy would involve 
selective attacks on U.S. and 
South 
Vietnamese 
bases 
in 
South Vietnam, limited opera­ 
tions to consolidate positions in 
Laos, and possibly a withdrawal 
deeper in Cambodia to establish 
new bases. 
According to U.S. estimates, 
the North Vietnamese still have 
ample sources of military man­ 
power, about 207,000 troops in 
the three countries, although the 
quality is down .from what it 
used to be. Some experts be­ 
lieve North Vietnam, could, if 
pressed, raise another million 
men. 
As long as the Soviet Union 
and Communist Chula are will­ 
ing to pump in enough equip­ 
ment, food and supplies, Ameri­ 
can analysts feel North Viet­ 
nam could sustain military op­ 
erations throughout Indochina.

strongly 
doubt the North Vietnamese can 
gear up quickly for a heavy 
strike in response to the new 
U.S.-South Vietnamese offensive 
aimed at demolishing the ene­ 
my base structure in Cambodia.
